The wise ones who are responsible 
for controlling the live stock market 
pull a. new stunt every now and then. 
Their latest was sprung on the . un- 
suspecting producer and shipper last 
week, when a notice was coolly post- 
ed in the Calgary Stockyards 
hogs weighing 350 pounds would-only 
bring a flat price in future of 6 cents 
per pound, and stags 4 cents per 
pound, while selects sold at 14 cents. 
It looks as though there was some. 
thing wrong when a hog weighing 200 
pounds sells for $4.00 more than a good 
straight hog weighing 400 pounds. 

W. F.. Stevens, secretary of the 
Stock Growers’ Protective Associ- 
ation, is,advising farmers to get the 
necéssary utensils and render the fat 
into: lard, but it might be difficult to 
follow that policy up successfully un- 
less some adequate marketing facili- 
ties are provided. 

In any case there,is not much sense 
of the farmer, presenting his- fat hogs 
to the packer without some show, at 
least, of. fair. market value. The 
shipper. who arrived. on the market 
with a bunch ofheavy hogs last ween 
certainly got it in the neck, and it is 
time that ‘some steps were taken to 
prevent these sudden breaks.

TAMPERING WITH OR STRIPPIN 

ARMS, a 

It has come to notice that Tifles 
returned to Ordnance Depot from Rifle 
Associations and N.P, units in the 
district have been tampered with. In 
some cases, tho pull-off has been re- 
duced to such an extent as to render 
the use of the rifle dangerous. In 
other cases, screws have been tight- 
ened to such an extent as to split the 
woodwork of the rifle, 

Tampering with rifles is liable to 
lead to serious accidents, and in order 
that the parties ocncerned may be 
duly warned and advised, the follow- 
ing extract from Equipment Regula- 
tions, Para. 239, is published for guid- 
ance: A 
“Tampering With or Stripping Arms 

“The alteration to any part of -a 
small arm (rifle, revolver, etc.) by 
such means as the cutting away of 
Portions, filing, boring screw holes, 
etc., is absolutely forbidden, and the 
cost of such damaged parts, or the cost 
of the repair, will be charged against 
the unit (or individual) concerned. 

“So also, no other repairs than 
those referred to in Para. 329a and no 
permanent removal of any parts of a 
small arm, by any other than a dis- 
trict armourer, or a regimental ar- 
mourer who has passed a course of in- 
struction, is permitted, and the cost of 
damages or losses caused by disregarg 
of this order will be charged against 
the unit (or individual) concerned. 
“The charges in all cases will be the 


cost of the parts and the Armaurer’s 
time.”

WHO PAYS THE BILL? 


In the: ‘aiscaasion of the Municipal 
Hospital. scheme, ;the question natur- 
ally arises very frequently as to who 
pays the bill for the upkeep of these 
institutions. ~~ 

“It-is all arranged: on: a co- -operative 
Like. all other forms of modern. 
co-operation, there is a division of re- 
sponsibility, as well: as, a division of 
benefits, for mutual helpfulness, 

The money necessary. ..“to support 
the Municipal ‘Hospitals-is gathered 
from four sources: 

Ist. The outsider; who is not a 
systematic contributor-to “the Hospi- 
tal Board, pays $4.50 > per day for 
hospital service when required, and 
also pays $10.00 for the use of the 
operating room in case an operation 
is necessary. This charge is the same 
as patients are required to pay for 
‘Service in. our hospital: at the present 
time 

v72nd, The contract contributor who 
is’ not a taxpayer to any ofthe muni- 
cipalities included. dn-the: Hospital 
District,- pays. $6.00 a year in advance 
direct to thé- Hospital;Board, and he 
becomes a ‘Hospital ‘supporter under 
the ‘Act.

‘Phe committee in charge of the 
‘Municipal Hospital campaign has work- 
ed along in the face of difficulties with 
the conviction that the thing is right. 
The vote will be taken on Friday, and 


the committee have the satisfaction of 


feeling that they have done ‘their best 
—the isste rests’ with the electors. 
The responsibility is yours. 

Meetings have been held in all parts 
“of ‘the ‘proposed district, but unfortu- 
;cnately there are a great many who 
-have not attended to hear the question 
‘discussed. It will be sad if the scheme 
is defeated by the votes of those who 
do not realize the responsibility that 
they assume to the sick and suffering 
“by opposing the scheme without ‘under- 
‘standing .the -issue: 

‘The representatives of the Depart- 
ment, Messrs. Whiston, McKay. and 

. McCannell, have been indefatigable in 
their service ‘to the committee, They 
are men of conviction,. with a. sincere 
regard: for the~interests of. suffering 
“humanity. 

It must be remembered, however, 
that this-thing was not started -with 
the committee or with the department. 
The people themselves and the’ Munit- 

’-eipal Councils took the initiative and 
petitioned the Department for the for: 
mation of the Hospital District: -The 
Department had no alternative as your 
servants under responsible govern- 
“ment... The members of the provision- 
‘al Board were: appointed’ by the 16 
-‘Municipal Councils interested, to draft 
the Hospital scheme,: and they did it, 
and did it well. . The Board appointed 
the campaign committee, which they 
asked to arrange for meetings to~in- 
form ‘the electorate regarding the 
scheme and otherwise to distribute 
ample information on the subject. The 


representatives of the department fit-. 


-ted in here, as public servants, to do 


what the elected representatives of the 


district required them to do. 

The electors are asked for their sup- 
port:of what their own Board has de- 
temined.as the right thing to be done 
at this time. If you have not been 
_able to study the question yourself, 
‘surely you can trust these men. But, 
remember it is.up to you, and upon 
your. vote may depend the life of a 
mother or a baby. Do not take the 
responsibility of ignoring the cry of 
the suffering. 


——————— 


THE SUB-HOSPITALS 


The idea of building sub-hospitals 
as part of the service provided by a 
given Municipal Hospital scheme is on 
trial in the vote which is to be taken 

~on the subject this week. The Red 

Deer scheme is the first that has pro- 
vided for the step that may be taken 
under the Act. If the whole scheme 
should not receive the necessary vote 
to make it effective, it will not be sur- 
prising if the Department takes the 
vote as an indication that the people 
do not want sub-hospitals, and cut the 
provision out of the Act. 

The News is of the opinion that the 
sub-hospital is necessary in parts of 
this province, and will be very sorry 
to see the people reject it. Take the 
districts that the sub-hospitals would 
serve in the present scheme for  in- 
stance. The city of Red Deer already 
has a hospital that is doing fairly 
satisfactory work, and even if the 
scheme is defeated, will probably con- 
tinue to do so. The rural brother who 
votes “No” on Friday with the idea 
that he is going to avenge some im- 
aginary grievance against the city is 
barking up the wrong tree, The city 
can carry on alright. 

One thing can be taken as absolute- 
ly certain; the Red Deer Hospital will 
be operated on some kind of a.munic!i- 
pal basis at an early date, and will not 
be run as a charitable institution very 
much longer. Even if the city goes 
the whole way alone, the people who 
pay the tax bill for the Hospital will 
be admitted to its privileges at a 
lower rate than other people are re- 
quired to pay. The city will doubt- 
less be willing to include any of the 
surrounding territory that wishes to 
come in on the co-operative basis. 

Take on the east, for instance, the 
territory that would be willing to join 
jn with Red Deer probably extends to 
the line between M.D. .338 and M.D. 
339 on the east side of Hillsdown. 
That would leave the M.D. of Hays 
No. 338 beautifully isolated with the 
Req Deer river on the north and east 
as a natural boundary. And yet the 
organizers who ahve been over that 
district lately report that the people 
there are divided by petty jealousies 
fo which they should be_ heartily 
ashamed of themselves. Some are 
opposing the scheme because the [Hos- 


pital will not be ‘built at Ardley, if you~ 


please, while others are hollering 
their heads. off because {t is not going 


to Lousana or Elnora. Some go-to}: 
extremes in their efforts to show that 
the Delburne: sub-hospital. is not -good 
enough for them; they are not satis- 
led to creep before they: walk. 

If. the: people ofthe. M. D.-of 
Hays reject the service: that.is offered 
to: them by the present scheme it will 
be.a-long cold day. before theysgee'an 
efficient ‘hospital of any. kind ;located 
within the boundaries of. that munici- 
pality. The total amount of* taxes 
available from the entire M.‘D. at 3 
cents per acre plus 5% assessment on 
the: village of Delburne amounts | to 
$6,388.23, and the operation of an 
efficient hospital.on that amount is an 
impossibility... There. is little hope of 
much additional territory. being avail- 
able for a hospital -district there, Yet 
there are those who would -be willing 
to let mothers:and“children- die for 
want.of care while they have.tHe pleas- 
ure of scrapping over.their petty little 
sectional jealousies.. ‘Twas ever thus, 

The territory west of: Red -Deer will 
have a hospital, and will have ‘to have 
it soon...The condition of the roads 
during large portions of the -year ‘is 
‘such: that two’ 8-bed - ‘hospitals will 
serve the needs there much better 
than one 12-bed hospital coulg do, es- 
pecially 'when> the taxpayers will have 
access to the big Red Deer Hospital 
without. any extra charge,-when. the 
limitations. of. the ‘Jocal- institutions 
have been reached. < It is out: ofthe 
question to argue that the..west'' can: 
finance two independent ‘hospitals ‘at 
the present time. _ The sub-hospitals 
will be able to handle'95% of.all the 
cases that are to be treated if the peo- 
ple are satisfied with the doctors that 
are located at.these points. .When peo- 
ple come to: the Red Deer Hospital. it 
will be mostly because they want to 
secure the services of Red. Deer doc- 
tors who have made a reputation for 
themselves in surgery. 

The News. is: convinced that; :-while 
the sub-hospitals aré small,: they -will 
be thoroughly efficient.” The present 
scheme ‘seems. to provide all the. ser- 
vice-that’ can be reasonably expected 


at the outset, by any.and’ all parts of 
the district. -It is impossible to build 


a private hospital on every man’s farm 
or.even in every small hamlet, but it 
does seem that the proposed hospitals 
will be located where they -will -be 
the greatest service to the greatest 
number. As the country develops and 
these local points have.a large; num- 
ber of qualified doctors and the finan- 
cial ‘ability-to increase: the’. service 
and. capacity of their local hospitals, 
there will be nothing to prevent them 
forming their own separate Hospital 
Districts and carrying on as they 
please._ Inthe meantime the  sub- 
hospitals will save a lot of lives. .

RED CROSS ACTIVE 


The Lieut.-Governor’s Banner, the 
distinction ‘given to Alberta schools 
which gain the 100 per ‘cent. mark ‘in 
membership in the Junior Red Cross, 
has been won by 92 schools up ‘to 
date. New schools are being added 
to the roll of honor every day, and 
the results are a. surprise ‘to the or- 
ganizers at the Povincial Red Cross 
headquarters at Calgary. There are 
also a number of schools down on the 
list for certificates, which are issued 
for gaining 75 per cent. -enrolment in 
the Junior Red Cross, 

The Junior organization is active 
this summer. Four children are un- 
der treatment at the expense of the 

uniors at present, and: six are coming 
soon, both at Calgary and Edmonton. 
These sick kiddies are visited bymem- 
bers of the Junior Red Cross, who also 
supply them with toys and write to 
them during their. illness. : 

The provincial headquarters has en- 
couraging news from Athabasca, 
where the new hospital is being oper- 
ated. The matron in charge writes 
that recently the mother of a child 
born in the institution insisted that it 
be christened there and asked the 
doctor and the matron to- stand as 
Godfather and Godmother. After the 
ceremony the matron drove the 
mother sixteen miles into the country, 
where they were met by her husband, 
who had himself driven sixteen miles. 
They went on their way back to their 
lonely homestead, grateful to the ser- 
vies rendered by this Red Cross Hos- 
pital.

Unauthorized wearing of military 


uniform: 


The unauthorized wearing of uni- 
form or articles of clothing so neardy 
similar to military uniforms as to be 
mistaken therefore, is forbidden by 
the Criminal Code (R.S.C. Chap. 146) 
as amended by the Statutes of 1920 
(10 & 11, Geo, V. Chap. 43). 


Section 10 of these amendments 
provides, in brief, that any person, 
without lawful authority, wearing any 
uniform of His Majesty's naval, land 
and air forces, or any uniform which 
is so similar to the uniform of these 
forces as to be likely to be mistaken 
therefore, shall be liable on summary 
conviction to a penalty of $300.00 or 
to twelve months imprisonment, or 
poth fine and imprisonment. , 


The General Officer Commanding M. 
D. No. 13 may grant permission for 
uniform to be worn on certain occas- 
jJons, and such occasions will be pro-

JAPANESE HUMOR SHOWN 


Among the misconceptions in regard 
to the Japanese is the belief held by: 
many foreigners that they are a stoliq 
people. One might search the dic- 
tionary and not find an adjective less 
applicable to them. They have, it is 
true, attained a self-control] that de- 
ceives superficial observers, but un- 
der this restraint is all the fire and 
motion and effervescence of the Latin 
races or the Celts. One expression of, 
this volatile and effervescing spirit:is 
a quick wit and a keen humor.: A 
very slight acquaintance with Japan- 
ese art will reveal this quality ex: 
pressed in many forms—in design's for 
fabrics, lacquer work, fans, carvings, 
bronzes, screens and kakemono, and, 
last but by no means least, in many 
of their delightful illustrated books. 

Comic pictorial work probably goes 
back in Japan to the first immature 
sketches of. her earliest artists, and if 
the greater part of this work has been 
lost in’the serious religious art that 
followed the advent of Buddhism into 
the country, there are still fragments 
that indicate the humor- which. anj!- 
mated even the men of the Kamato- 
ryu,. Among these: early examples are 


some drawings discovered a few years 


ago on the pedestal of one of the 
carved wooden figure¢ in the Nara 
museum.: The work belongs to the 
Tempyo period (eighth century), ‘and 
was found' when. repairs necessitated 
the removal’ of the figure from its 
base. Slight as-the drawings are, 
having been dashed off in a moment 
of waiting, perhaps, by some old 
artist-priest—thé technic in them is 
by no means crude or: primitive. 

The comic drawings of the 11th cen- 
tury priest, Toba Sojo,-are known the 
world over, and sincé his time all car!- 
catures have gone by the name of 
toba-ye among. the Japanese, 

In the late 17th century: there arose 
a galaxy of ~vits and caricaturists in 
Osaka. The first of these irrepress- 
lble spirits was Hanabusa, Itcho, who 
lived between 1651 and 1724. Although 
he went to Yedo before his 20th year, 
and entered the Kano school as a pypil 
of Yasunobu, no amount of classical 
training could Kill his love of fun—
